LITTLE ROCK.—(/P)—The possibil- 


ity that the state Democratic conven- 
tion when it meets here June 20 may 
refuse to nominate candidates for chief 
justice of the supreme court, fifth-dis- 
trict congressman and two chancery 
judgeships, is being discussed in po- 
litical circles here. 


Governor Futrell's statement that he 


favored primaries to select the nomi- 
nees if the candidates were willing to 
pay the expenses of the primary elec- 
tions, has given impetus to the move 
to have the convention decline to 
nominate. 


His statement was prompted by 


widespread criticism in the press of 
the state and by private citizens of 
the action of the state Democratic cen- 
tral committee in calling the 1932 con- 
vention delegates back into session to 
make the nominations, instead of call- 
ing a primary. 


At least two members of the state 


central committee who voted for the 
convention plan of nominating have 
privately expressed the hope the con- 
vention would refuse to nominate. 


The possibility of such action has 


opened up a wide field of discussion 
on what ths result would be. 


'Since the convention meets on June 


20, less than a month before the July 
18 prohibition referendum when the 
governor plans to call a special elec- 
tion to elect a chief justice, two chan- 
cery judges and a successor to Con- 
gressman Heartsill Ragon if the latter 
resigns next month, there would be 
little time for the state committee to 
meet again and call a primary. The 
new run-off primary law becomes ef- 
fective June 9 and a run-off primary 
would be necessary unless the leading 
candidates received a majority of all 
votes cast for each office. 


Should the convention refuse to 


nominate, what is regarded as the 
most likelf course would be to leave 
the special election open to all candi- 
dates to file by petition—a plan pro- 
posed to the state committee but; re- 
jected in favor of the convention plan. 


Congressman Ragon has announced 


it is his present intention to resign his 
seat in the house early in June to as- 
sume the federal judgeship pf the 
western district of Arkansas, to which 
he recently was appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


The other three offices to be voted 


on July 18—chief justice and chancel- 
lors of the sixth and twelfth districts 
—have been filled temporarily by ap- 
pointments of Governor FutrelL

There are right-handed and left- 
landed people and, though few people 
realize it ,also persons with special 
jreferences for one eye or ear even 
hough both have normal ability. 
From the beginning of time, left 


landedness has had the idea associat- 
ed with it of evil and right 
ness of good. 


In a report on the subject by Dr. 


Ir S. Wile, he expresses the view that 
there is abundant evidence that man 
in the first place was primarily am- 
bidextrous, that is, could use both 
hands with equal facility. 


Doctor Wile points out that the great 


artist, sculptor and anatomist, Leo- 
nardo da Vinci, had equal facility with 
both hands, though he drew with the 
left hand and painted with the right. 
It has been argued that the ancient 
Hebrews and all Semitic peoples were 
left-handed since they wrote and read 
from right to left. 


Moreover, the Bible mentions speci- 


fically the fact David received a com- 
pany of men who could use both the 
right and !eft hands in hurling stones 
and shooting arrows out of a bow. 
The evidence available from a study 
of the ancient drawings and paintings 
and from 
implements found with 


mummies and in caves, indicates that 
men tended to become more and more 
right-handed down to modern days. 


The suggestion has been made that 


-M civilization advanced man had new 
hazards to face, including the expos- 
ure of his vital organs to his enemies. 
He therefore protected his left side, 
the sidu on which lies the heart, and 
turned his right side toward his foes 
Death probably removed those who 
could not make the adjustment.

Turning of Tide Is 
Credited to F:D.R. 


Republican* Marvel at 


Way People Are Back* 


ing President 


WASrllMGTOM.-Thc beat news 


since the World war armistice,, news 
pfraught with Incalculable economic 
and political significance, Is this re- 
turning prosperity, the tide of which 
is rising higher dully. 


There appears no doubting that the 


wdrst depression In history has been 
broken, that business is definitely on 
the upgrade and employment steadily 
Increasing. Closed factories are re- 
opening, part time has jumped to full 
time operation In others, thousands of 
'business enterprises 
are humming 


again, railroads are hauling more 
freight, farmers are rtfceiving higher 
prices for their products ond begin- 
ning to buy once more. Five, 10 and 
15 per cent wage Increases are report- 
ed in scores of occupations. 


Those reluctant to put faith in these 


signs, having been frequently deceiv- 
ed heretofore by illusory symptoms 
of recovery are confessing themselves 
convinced. For about two months 
business has been improving steadily, 
something that has not happened since 
the peak was reached in the early 
part of 1929. The stock market, .baro- 
meter of investors' and speculators' 
judgment in the trend of business, 
spurts up, drops down, but at the close 
of every week is found to have at- 
tained a ne.w average high. 


• Coup for Roosevelt 


This breath-taking turn in the for- 


tunes of men, which has been so ar- 
dently striven for and prayed for in 
the last'four years, is the outstanding 
event of the Roosevelt administration. 
Business and the confidence of the 
people in their government had just 
about hit bottom with the bank panic 
that marked the close of the Hoover 
administration. The business upturn, 
it now appears, began to materialize 
within a fortnight after the new pres- 
ident took office. 


As a consequence, Mr. Roosevelt is 


receiving much credit for the return 
of good times as Mr. Hoover received 
blame for hard times. Democrats and 
others who hold that Mr. Hoover's 
economic blundering and stupidity 
produced the depression are firmly 
convinced that to Mr. Roosevelt's pol- 
icies may be ascribed the lifting of 
the pall of adversity in the last two 
months. 


Conservative 
Republicans 
believe 


that Mr. Roosevelt is merely as lucky 
as Mr. Hoover was unlucky. As Mr. 
Hoover, in their view, was not re- 
sponsible for the depression, so Mr. 
Roosevelt is not entitled to credit for 
the recovery. As they see it the eco- 
nomic condition of the country had 
sunk so low there was nowhere to go 
but up and that recovery naturally 
set in at a time that hapened to coin- 
cide with the change of administra- 
tions. 
' • ' " ' . . 


Here and there a Republican lead- 


er, however, will whisper to you, not 
for quotation, that while Roosevelt 
policies have had nothing to-do with 
it, the confidence that the president 
has inspired in his leadership has had 
everything to do with it. All that was 
needed to turn the tide, they say, was 
confidence on the part of business men 
and Mr. Roosevelt inspired it.

There are right-handed and left- 
landed people and, though few people 
realize it ,also persons with special 
jreferences for one eye or ear even 
hough both have normal ability. 
From the beginning of time, left 


landedness has had the idea associat- 
ed with it of evil and right 
ness of good. 


In a report on the subject by Dr. 


Ir S. Wile, he expresses the view that 
there is abundant evidence that man 
in the first place was primarily am- 
bidextrous, that is, could use both 
hands with equal facility. 


Doctor Wile points out that the great 


artist, sculptor and anatomist, Leo- 
nardo da Vinci, had equal facility with 
both hands, though he drew with the 
left hand and painted with the right. 
It has been argued that the ancient 
Hebrews and all Semitic peoples were 
left-handed since they wrote and read 
from right to left. 


Moreover, the Bible mentions speci- 


fically the fact David received a com- 
pany of men who could use both the 
right and !eft hands in hurling stones 
and shooting arrows out of a bow. 
The evidence available from a study 
of the ancient drawings and paintings 
and from 
implements found with 


mummies and in caves, indicates that 
men tended to become more and more 
right-handed down to modern days. 


The suggestion has been made that 


-M civilization advanced man had new 
hazards to face, including the expos- 
ure of his vital organs to his enemies. 
He therefore protected his left side, 
the sidu on which lies the heart, and 
turned his right side toward his foes 
Death probably removed those who 
could not make the adjustment.

Turning of Tide Is 
Credited to F:D.R. 


Republican* Marvel at 


Way People Are Back* 


ing President 


WASrllMGTOM.-Thc beat news 


since the World war armistice,, news 
pfraught with Incalculable economic 
and political significance, Is this re- 
turning prosperity, the tide of which 
is rising higher dully. 


There appears no doubting that the 


wdrst depression In history has been 
broken, that business is definitely on 
the upgrade and employment steadily 
Increasing. Closed factories are re- 
opening, part time has jumped to full 
time operation In others, thousands of 
'business enterprises 
are humming 


again, railroads are hauling more 
freight, farmers are rtfceiving higher 
prices for their products ond begin- 
ning to buy once more. Five, 10 and 
15 per cent wage Increases are report- 
ed in scores of occupations. 


Those reluctant to put faith in these 


signs, having been frequently deceiv- 
ed heretofore by illusory symptoms 
of recovery are confessing themselves 
convinced. For about two months 
business has been improving steadily, 
something that has not happened since 
the peak was reached in the early 
part of 1929. The stock market, .baro- 
meter of investors' and speculators' 
judgment in the trend of business, 
spurts up, drops down, but at the close 
of every week is found to have at- 
tained a ne.w average high. 


• Coup for Roosevelt 


This breath-taking turn in the for- 


tunes of men, which has been so ar- 
dently striven for and prayed for in 
the last'four years, is the outstanding 
event of the Roosevelt administration. 
Business and the confidence of the 
people in their government had just 
about hit bottom with the bank panic 
that marked the close of the Hoover 
administration. The business upturn, 
it now appears, began to materialize 
within a fortnight after the new pres- 
ident took office. 


As a consequence, Mr. Roosevelt is 


receiving much credit for the return 
of good times as Mr. Hoover received 
blame for hard times. Democrats and 
others who hold that Mr. Hoover's 
economic blundering and stupidity 
produced the depression are firmly 
convinced that to Mr. Roosevelt's pol- 
icies may be ascribed the lifting of 
the pall of adversity in the last two 
months. 


Conservative 
Republicans 
believe 


that Mr. Roosevelt is merely as lucky 
as Mr. Hoover was unlucky. As Mr. 
Hoover, in their view, was not re- 
sponsible for the depression, so Mr. 
Roosevelt is not entitled to credit for 
the recovery. As they see it the eco- 
nomic condition of the country had 
sunk so low there was nowhere to go 
but up and that recovery naturally 
set in at a time that hapened to coin- 
cide with the change of administra- 
tions.

Here and there a Republican lead- 


er, however, will whisper to you, not 
for quotation, that while Roosevelt 
policies have had nothing to-do with 
it, the confidence that the president 
has inspired in his leadership has had 
everything to do with it. All that was 
needed to turn the tide, they say, was 
confidence on the part of business men 
and Mr. Roosevelt inspired it. 


Lays It to Gold Standard 


An eminent Republican leader be- 


moans that Mr. Hoover had not done 
some of the things Mr. Roosevelt has 
done to halt deflation. He believed 
that going off the gold basis has had 
more to do with inducing recovery 
than any other one action of President 
Roosevelt. He said that over a year 
ago a group of Republican leaders 
pleaded with Mr. Hoover to take that 
step but Mr. Hoover declined, saying 
he intended to work out the problem 
in his own way. Had that been done, 
this leader contended, Mr. Hoover 
would have received credit for turn- 
ing the tide and would have been re- 
elected. 


This Republican leader said that the 


reports he receives from all parts of 
the country indicate the people are 
overwhelmingly back of the president. 
They have the utmost confidence in 
the man and his policies. While this

Deposit Insurance Passes 


WASHINGTON — (/P) —A banking 


bill designed to prevent a recurrence 
of such a financial emergency as rock- 
ed the country March 4, when the 
bank holiday was declared, was pass- 
ed Thursday by the senate with less 
than four hours of debate. 


Revised considerably from the form 


in which it held the senate in pro- 
longed dispute and filibuster last ses- 
sion, the bill passed without formality 
of a record vote. 


It carries provisions for both emer- 


gency and permanent insurance of 
bank deposits and calls for severance 
of banking and investment businesses. 
The measure will go into the hands of 
a conference committee, which will 
reconcile differences between the sen- 
ate bill and the one passed' by the 
house Wednesday. The two are sim- 
ilar except for slightly different de- 
posit insurance provisions. 


While the legislation has not been 


made part of the Roosevelt program, 
its backers hope the president will see 
his way clear to sign it. 


Senator Long, Democrat, Louisiana, 


who led the filibuster against the 
Glass measure last session, said he 
favored the new one because it con- 
tained "protection for the little bank, 
which the last bill didn't have." 


Provides Deposit Insurance 


An amendment providing for insur- 


ance of deposits in all banks for one 
year, beginning July 1, after which 
time the Glass permanent insurance 
fund would begin to operate, was put 
into the bill at the request of Senator 
Vandenberg, Republican, Michigan. It 
provides for insurance of dcsposits up 
to $2,500 in Federal Reserve member 
banks and slate banks certified by 
state authorities to be solvent. 


The participating banks would be 


assessed one half of one per cent of 
their total deposits to set up the fund. 
They could be assessed an additional

doughnut richer in calories than other 
forms of pastry, and it has usually 
been understood that fats and foods 
rich in fat are digested more slowly 
than foods with lesser amounts of fat, 
because of the difficulty of penetra- 
tion of the intestinal juices into these 
foods. 


On the other hand, foods that re- 


main fairly long in the stomach have

ly to satisfy hunger than foods which 
spend a lesser time in the stomach.

Emmet section of No. 67 was complet- 
ed with the pouring of concrete late 
Thursday afternoon on the stretch 
from the end of city paving at West 
Third and Washington streets, to the 
junction with the state concrete on 
the Fulton liighway.

Paying crews of the McCrarey & Co. 


completed the Emmet to Hope stretch 
at the Hope city line on East Third 
street last Saturday afternoon. Work 
started on the west approach to the 
city where approximately 4,000 feet of 
pavement was completed late Thurs- 
day. 


Approximately two weeks is requir- 


ed to "cure" the new concrete. Part 
of the Hope-Emmet road will be open 
for traffic within the next three or 
iuur duyu, while a portion of tljo road 
will be closed until "shoulder work 
on the side of the highway is complet- 
ed. 


It will be probably twp weeks be- 


fore the entire route leading from 
the state concrete on the Fulton junc- 
tion through the city of Hope and on 
to Emmet, will be open to traffic, 
highway officials said Friday. 


The new route from the city pave- 


ment en East Third street to Emmet 
is seven and pae-hglf miles, cutting 
the old distance short by two miles.
